The  grounds  belonging  to  this  society,  fifty-five  acres,  contain  groves 
of  natural  forest  trees,  lakelets,  open  land,  so  diversified  as  to  be  the 
finest  of  natural  fair  grounds.  Upon  it  has  been  made  the  best  and 
most  perfect  half  mile  track  in  the  state;  nearly  a  mile  of  stalls  and 
sheds  have  been  erected,  and  the  exhibition  buildings  are  not  surpassed 
for  adaptability  and  commodiousness.  An  abundance  of  water  is  fur- 
nished from  two  artesian  wells.  As  exhibition  grounds  they  are  com- 
plete 

At  its  organization  the  Society  was  by  the  laws  of  the  State  restricted 
to  a  capital  stock  of  $10,000,  and  that  is  the  amount  of  stock  now 
actually  issued.  The  purchase  money  of  the  grounds  was  $7,000,  and 
the  judiciousness  of  the  purchase  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  bare 
land  ran  now  be  sold  readily  for  $250  an  acre.  The  improvements  on 
land:  fences,  sheds,  stalls,  amphitheatres,  buildings,  etc.,  have  cost 
$13,000.  A  total  cost  of  $20,000  for  property  now  worth  at  least 
$26,000. 

Under  the  new  law  the  Society  has  determined  to  increase  their  cap- 
ital stock  to  $20,000.  Twenty- seven  of  the  Northern  counties  of  the 
State  are  now  included  by  the  Fair  in  its  Territory,  and  to  make  a  com- 
munity of  interests  it  is  desirable  that  the  stock  should  be  spread  as 
much  as  possible  within  this  territory.  The  figures  show  it  to  be  a  safe 
investment,  with  the  advantage  that  every  holder  of  stock  to  the  amount 
of  $100  is  entitled  to  a  stock-holder's  ticket,  giving  himself,  wife  and 
team  admission  at  all  times  during  the  Fairs  of  the  Society. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclement  weather  attending  the  Fair  during 
the  years  1871  and  1872,  the  receipts  have  largely  increased  from  the 
first.  The  total  receipts,  and  the  actual  premiums  paid  by  the  Society, 
have  been  as  follows: 

1869.  1870  1871.  1872, 

Receipts $5,500.      $4,500.       $5,:«>0.      $7,500. 

Premiums  paid $3,000.     $3,200.       $:-;.  700      $6, 400. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  premiums  paid  have  steadily  increased,  and 
last  year  were  more  than  double  those  of  1869,  and  the  general  verdict 
is  that  in  1872  the  Northern  Fair  at  Aurora  surpassed  in  essential  merit 
the  State  Fair  at  Ottawa.      This  year  they  are  still  largely  increased. 

The  grounds  are  at  Aurora,  the  reputation  is  made,  the  r.ulroad  facil- 
ities are  unexcelled  and  the  State  needs  a  grand  Northern  Exposition. 
With  the  co-operation  of  our  friends  it  may  be  had  at  Aurora.  A  por- 
tion of  the  new  stock  is  yet  held  in  reserve  for  such  residents  of  other 
counties  as  may  desire  it, — to  be  disposed  of  to  no  individual  in  greater 
amounts  than  $i00.

13.  The  President,  Vice  Presidents, 
Secretary  and  General  Superintendent 
shall  meet  each  day  of  the  Fair  at  1 
o'clock  P.  M.,  at  the  President's  office, 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 


14.  Articles  of  domestic  manufac- 
ture or  farm  products,  must  have  been 
manufactured  or  grown  within  one 
year  previous  to  the  Fair.

in  the  case  of  a  herd,  sweepstakes  or 
pair . 

9 .  The  age  of  a  horse  shall  be  com- 
puted from  the  first  day  of  January 
of  the  year  in  which  it  was  foaled 

10.  In  judging  blooded  stock,  re- 
gard will  be  had  to  the  purity  of  breed, 
established  by  pedigree,  size,  form, 
action  and  general  characteristics  of 
various  breeds,  making  proper  allow- 
ance'for  age,  feeding  and  other  cir- 
cumstances. 

11.  Committees  are  particularly  re- 
quested not  to  give  encouragement 
to  over  fed  animals  in  the  breeding

14.  Awarding      Committees      on 
i  thorough  bred  lots  must  be  furnished 

with  pedigrees,  endorsed  with  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  pedi 
grees,  before  thej  will  consider  the 
claims  of  an  animal  to  a  premium. 
The  Committee  on  pedigree  will  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  So- 
ciety. 
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Miscellaneous. 


1  No  animal  on  exhibition  or 
otherwise  will  be  permitted  to  be 
fastened  to  or  remain  among  the 
trees.

5.  All  hotels,  restaurants  and  sa- 
loons in  Aurora  will  charge  only  their 
usual  rates  during  the  Fair. 

6.  Such  Railroad  facilities  and  re 
ductions  of  fare  as  are  extended  to 
any  other  fair  are  guaranteed  to  this. 

7.  A  band  of  music  will  be  in  at- 
tendance each  day. 

8.  Hay  and  straw  will  be  furnish- 
ed at  convenient  points  on  the  grounds 
free  of  charge ;  grain  for  stock  can 
be  purchased  at  market  rates  on  the 
grounds ;  water  in  abundance  for  all 
purposes.  The  Auditing  Committee 
will   furnish   exhibitors  with   tickets 


allowing  their  assistants  to  remain  up- 
on the  Grounds ;  but  such  tickets  will 
not  entitle  the  holder  to  admission  at 
the  gates.
